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(57) Abstract: A Chewing-Bag, a bag for herbal material that can be chewed on. A wrapping made out of textile to put fresh dried 
and pulverised herbal material into like the herbal material that could be found and used in the kitchen. A wrapping that can be held in 
the mouth capable to endure being chewed on. The taste and the active substances can be tasted and absorbed via the sputtum without 
any direct contact between the contents of the bag and the mouth. The structure of the cloth holds back the pulp but lets through 
the liquid with the dissolved substances. The rim of the bag or the edging of the piece of cloth can be folded inwardly resulting in a 
sealed opening smoothly shaped without any ravels. A round piece of cloth with the same capability to be used as Chewing-Bag. A 
piece of cloth with markings indicating the consumer how to adjust the size himself ad where to tack the bit of string or the Cable-Tie 
that can be re-used and a little strand that can be an independent part of it. A mixture of herbal material especially made to be used 
in combination wth a Chewing-Bag. 
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
